Response to Amendment

independent.

Reasons for Allowance 

6. Claims 46-60 are allowed. 

7. Claims 46 and 57 are allowable because the prior art fails to show or teach a 
lamp having a light source and a reflector, the reflector includes a series of reflection 
panels, each reflection panel generally outwardly concave towards the light source and 
includes a plurality of distinct elongated light reflection elements, each light reflection 
element extends in a direction perpendicular to a longitudinal axis of the lamp and 
includes a front surface being convex toward the light source, the reflection panels form 
the sides of a truncated pyramidal form, and the sides are substantially flat when viewed 
in a cross-section perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the lamp.
